Balfour's Laud Purchase Bill Passes 
its First Reading,; tho Paruellltcs 
Voting, witli tli.r Government

LONDON,. Now* 27. — Messrs. Healy and 
Pirnell were iSfcnforonce together in the 
library of the House of Commons for some 
tsnio to.duy.. TBe feeling among the Na- 
tionalists seems to have become more favor- 
able to Fasnell since yesterday, and an 
opinion prevails that at Monday's meeting 
of the party, 1'aruell Will he sustained. An 
analysis of tho voto at the various meetings 
of the Pamellitcs on the question of Par- 
nell's retention of the leadership, shows 
that the most eminent members of the 
party group favored Paruell's retirement, 
white the lifty men wiio were insisting in 
seaso.u and out of season, upon his remain- 
ing at the head of affairs in spite of every- 
thing, were those of comparatively minor 
ability or individual influence. The solid 
phalanx of a hundred is made up of the men 
who are most dependent upon the salaries 
which Parnell lias it it. ais power to ilistri- 
bttte, by virtue of hie undisputed privilege 
of naming the parliamentary candidates in 
various Irish district*. 

It is learned that t'u moll put the direct 
question to every man n the room 

"are you aoiXG to desert me?" 

The ordeal was a difficult one for these 
dependent members to withstand. .Still it 
is believed that if O'Brien and Dillon came 
out flatly in favor of I'arneU's retirement 
there will be found enough waverers in the 
ranks of the faithful to make up a majority 
against his continuance in ollice. The news 
thatO'Brion had cabled his opinion that 
the Irish party should accede to Gladstone's 
views in the Parnell matter created a mark- 
ed sensation to-day and was received with 
joy by the English Liberals and with satis- 
faction by many of the Irish members, 
though as it was understood that O'Brien 
spoke only for himself and not for his 
fellow envoys, und ulso that his decision 
was not described as final, the cablegram 
was not looked upon as bringing the matter 
much nearer to a conclusion. 

A PARLIAMENTARY SURPRISE, 

Tho case with which the land bill was 
put through its preliminary stage, to-day, 
was a surprise, iu view of the stubborn re- 
sistance to it at every stage on former occa- 
sions. The govor. V leadors are jubilant 
over the series of accidents lucky for them, 
though disastrous to others, which has 
weakened the opposition, and they are mak- 
ing all tho hay they can while the sun 
shines. The attitude of the great parties 
bus been completely changed by the recent 
happenings. Liberals wdio, under the lead- 
ership of Gladstone and Morley, were pre- 
pared for an active assault upon the govern- 
ment, seemed paralyzed, and, the Tories, 
instead of being on the defensive, are ag- 
gressive and triumphant. 

BALFOUR EXPLAINS II IS BILL. 

In the House of Commons to-day, Bal- 
four, chief secretary for Ireland, introduced 
the Irish land purchase bill. Ill explaining 
the measure he said that the government's 
policy was the sumo as in 1880, but for the 
sake of simplicity the bill hail been cut in 
halves. Both portions .taken together, pre- 
sented practically the same measure as that 
of 1S.S!). One variation which had been 
made, met in some degree, the views of 
Parnell. Parnell suggested that the privi- 
ledge of purchase be confined to tenants of 
holdings under CiU valuation. Though 
l.alfour could not accept exactly that limi- 
tation lie had enlarged the scope of the bill 
by excluding all purely grazing farms and 
farms on which tenants did not reside. An- 
other change was one in reference to the ob- 
jection taken at last session to the 
limit of 'J(i years' purchase then 
proposed. That limit did not ap- 
pear in the new bill. (Hear, hear). 
Power would also be given the Viceroy of 
Ireland to extend the period of live years, 
during which eight per cent, of the pur- 
chase money was payable. In regard to an 
increase of the power of tiie local authori- 
ties, Balfour said the land question was 
largely used for political objects, and it. 
would, therefore, bo absurd to leave it un- 
der the incitement of an agitator of local 
communities to determine whether they 
should adopt the remedy going to the root 
of the agrarian discontent. 

Labouchcre moved an amendment against 
the pledge of Imperial credit for the pur- 
chase of land, until the country gives con- 
sent at a general election. 

The amendment was rejected, 'JOS to 1 IT. 
Gladstone, Morley and Sir Win. Hareourt 
Iked out of the House before the divi- 
sion. Parnell and all the Parnellite mem- 
bers voted with the Government. The bill 
was read a first time. 

THE QUESTION OK TIIK DAY. 
Lord Spencer, speaking to-day at Brom- 
y, said that Gladstone's letter to Morley 
in regard to Parnell, had struck a note in 
harmony with the feelings of all Liberals. 
The Irish party had been too severely criti- 
cized on account of their attitude. They 
owed a debt of the deepest gratitude to 
Parnell, and he honored them for not in a 
moment throwing over their leader. When 
the higher consideration of the permanent 
welfare of their country came into opera- 
tion they would respond to the appeal of 
the English Liberals and ask Parnell to re- 
tire. It would be a mighty misfortune for 
Ireland, the empire and the Liberal party 
il Parnell remained in ollice. Lord Spell- 
's opinions would not be altered in that 
e. He would still resist coercion, but he 
would cut away from the old policy and try 
a new one. 

Healy is reticent as to the purport of his 
conference with Parnell to-day. Parnell 
seems to have regained his good spirits and 
displays buoyancy and excellent health. 
It was noticeable when Parnell, in going to 
record his votes on Labouohere's amend- 
ment, passed tho Liberal men of the House 
ie studiously ignored them. They decline 
that if Parnell remains iu ollice, Sexton 

and other Irish members w ho favor his re- 
tirement will apply for Chiltorn Hundreds, 



in order to seek re-election and test the 
feeling of the people, 

PARN ELL'S DECISION. 

It is stated that Parnell considers himself 
unfairly treated by some of his colleagues, 
who practically owe their position to him, 
and he also feels strongly in regard to (llad- 
stone's attitude. Ho is more determined 
thun ever to remain in office. If tho Mon- 
day meeting of Nationalists antagonizes 
him, he will appeal to the Irish people. 
labouchkre'A opinion. 

Labouchoro writes to Parnell urging him 
to withdraw, und says his leadership means 
another six years of Balfour und coercion, 
while his withdrawal moans n parliament at 
Dublin within two years at latest. 

TO MEET TUB. DIFFICULTY. 

It is understood that at Monday's Nation- 
alists meeting a resolution will bo proposed 
recognizing Paruell's services, but calling 
for his resignation. 

APPEALS TO.HtlJK PEOPLE. 

The l'Yeemans .Journal says it is requested 
by Parnell to state that he proposes to issue 
a manifesto to the Irish people to-night, 
and asks them. to meanwhile suspend judg- 
ment in his case. 

WAKT NO CONNECTION. 

Many Parnellite members of Parliament 
declare they would he glad to see tho ulli- 
anco with tho Liberals broken so that the 
Irish party could resume its condition of in- 
dependence.

A STORY OF SHAME. 

James J- Daley Said to JIuvc Desert- 
ed Wife and Family in 
New Zealand- 



He Breaks Down Under the Charge 
But Denies That It is 
The Truth. 

A sensation, which is in almost every 
particular strange and surprising, culmin- 
ated ycstcrdiiy, and will be for the next 
nine days, no doubt, the gossip of the city. 
The incidents which, woven together, have 
led to the accusation of .lames J. Daley, of 
the crime of bigamy, if they are true, lay 
bare the story of a dual life, carried on 
without discovery for upwards of live years. 
Briefly outlined, the facts now before the 
public are these : About seven years ago, 
J. J. Daley, then u young man of perhaps 
13(3 or '2~, years, came to San Francisco from 
New Zealand, and, for a few months, en- 
gaged in business there. Then lis made 
Portland his home for some time, coming 
from there to Victoria. He soon became 
prominently identified witli church and Sun- 
day school work, and was largely instru- 
mental in the establishment of the Victoria 
Y.M.C.A., of which he was the first general 
secretary. Resigning his position in the 
association, he established himself in the 
toy and stdtionary business on Gov. 
eminent street, removing from Ins 
first stand a few months ago 
and locating on Douglas street. About 
four years ago, after paying u visit to his 
old home in the Antipodes, he wooed and 
married a Victoria lady, the daughter of 
Mr. A. Gregg, merchant tailor, of Yates 
street. With her lie lived happily for some 
"4imo, and two children, a boy and a 
girl, were the result of the union. The 
latter was christened Norah Daley, after her 
paternal grandmother. Religious differ- 
ences after a time began to create discord in 
the homo, winch went from bad to worse, 
until a separation was the result. Daley, 
in addition to his domestic troubles, — 
which it is said he brought upon himself — 
soon found himself in business "entangle- 
ments, although he has managed to keep his 
head above water. He was always regard- 
ed as a sober, industrious and honest citizen, 
and no reflection was ever cast upon his 
character until about nine months ago, 
when Supt. Sheppard received a letter from 
Temuka, New Zealand, from a person 
claiming to be Mr. Daley's brother, who 
wrote to enquire if he was alive and well 
nothing had been heard from him by 
his family, it was stated, for a couple of 
years. 

In reply to this communication Chief 
Sheppard wrote to the effect that Daley was 
here, with a wife anil fajnily, all being well. 
As soon as this letter could go and a reply 
return, the .Superintendent had another 
communication from New Zealand, asking 
for full particulars of the marriage referred 
to, and stating that Daley had a wife and 
live children at Temuka, whose support he 
had provided for for some time, but who, 
during the past two years had had neither 
word nor money from their natural pro- 
tector. A description was given of Daley, — 
height, peculiarities, complexion, and even 
the manner in which the right arm had been 
amputated, being faithfully described. This 
letter was sianed " Norah Daley " and in it 
the writer referred to the Victorian as her 
Hon. She enclosed portraits of the Austra- 
lian wife, who was said to be in the most 
destitute circumstances, as well as photos 
of three of the Jive children. 

Following the letter from Mrs. Daley, sr., 
came one from Smithson & Raymond, legal 
gentlemen of Temuka, who stated that if 
the family of Mrs. Daley No. 2 eared to 
prosecute for bigamy, the deserted wife 
from New Zealund would gladly cross the 
ocean to see justice done, provided her ex- 
penses were paid. She was also anxious to 
know whether or not Daley had any money 
or property. Mr. Gregg did not consider it 
worth while to expend the largo amount of 
money necessary to prove a case of bigamy, 
an I so no charge will be made out. Anxious 
to know what lie had to say in answer to 
the serious charge laid at his door, Supt. 
Sheppard sent a note to Daley on Wednes- 
day, asking him to call at police headquar- 
ters. At noon of the day m entioned both 
Daley and Mr.Grogg presented themselves at 
Chief Shopparrl's ollice, whore the Austra 
lian letters were read. , Daley made no 
comment upon the statements they con- 
tained, even when asked what be had to 
aay. He wanted time, he said, to think it 
over, and the superintendent then said that 
he would allow him twenty-four hours 
for reflection. if at the end of 
that time no reasonable explana- 
tion was made, publicity Would be 
given to the .statements made. When 12 
o'clock came round yesterday, no explana- 
tion had been made, and Daley was not to 
be found in his place of business. 

He was finally limited up by a Colonist 
reporter, who "found him stretched upon 
his bed in a little bade room at his business 
premises. In the, Kami-darkness of the 
room, it was to he seen that, although 
in bed, Daley had not taken oil' his clothes.

1 don't know any- 
thing nhnnl hhrnn How ennM I hnvp n 
wife and family in New Zealand ': I'm 
thirty-three years old now, and I've lived 
here seven years. I did not leave school 
until I was 22, and yet they say 1 have a 
wife and six children in Temuka." 

" But have you? Did you ever marry 
there ? " 

"I did not. Miss Gregg was my first and 
only wife. I did not see the writing of the 
letters Chief Sheppard read. He said one 
was from my mot her, but she died eight 
years ago. Another, he said, was from my 
brother, hut he was killed six years since 
by a fall from his horse. My sister, the 
only one left of the family, died about four 
years ago, when I went back to New Zea- 
land.'' 

"What do you intend to do!" 

"What can I do ? 1 suppose I will go 
away. It is useless for me to try to live 
here now, although the story is not true. 
What's the use of struggling '.' Troubles 
never come singly, ami it seems as t hough 
I must have reached the end of mine."

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A RUN OF HARD LUCK. 

The Oregon Improvement Company Accounts 
For Its Failure— Seattle Eire 
the First Blow. 

New YORK, Nov. 2(>.— The directors 
of the Oregon Improvement company 
in a circular issued to the stockholders 
showing why the company is in an em- 
barrassed condition, say : 

The Seattle lire, the depression follow- 
ing the real estate excitement in the 
west, and the consequent falling oil' of 
the earnings of the Southern California 
route, the decrease in coal business on 
account of tires in mines and labor 
troubles, and the loss of the coal contract 
witli the Oregon Railway A Navigation 
company tire among the causes. Thoro 
is now a floating debt of 82,000,000. 
Short time and demand loans and the 
tightening of the money market made it 
impossible to provide for the interest and 
sinking fund payable on the first mortgage 
bonds. In order to prevent attachments 
on the property in Oregon, it was thought 
best to temporarily place the property in 
the hands of a receiver. 

The company, to-day, issued an official 
statement that it would default on the in- 
terest of the lirst mortgage, due Decem- 
ber L, and be unable to comply with the 
sinking fund provisions.

San Francisco, Nov. 2(J. — The steam- 
er City of Puebla, owned by the Oregon 
Improvement company, which was at- 
tached, Monday, is still tied up to the 
wharf and is likely to remain tied up for 
some time. Goodall, Perkins A' Co., to- 
day, refused to say anything about the 
matter, and Captain Debnoy, of the 
Puebla, was as much in the dark as any- 
body. The l'uebla was to have sailed to- 
morrow for Victoria and Puget Sound 
ports, but will not leave the docks, the 
steamer Queen going out in her place.

A Few Points Furnished by the 
Eov. Bob Burdetto. ^ 



If Ho Pious Humorist's Characteristic Reply 
■•.toiin Editorial Question— Some Good 

Churches to Go to ou Sultry 
j Summer Sundays, ^ 

' Upon receiving a request for a few 
•points on church etiquette :tho editor of 
the Sunday-School Times forwarded it 
to Mr. Burdotto. His characteristic re- 
ply is now published, to the everlasting 
confusion of cortain guilty souls, and 
wo fear tho utter indifference of others 
whoso coat-of-mail is too closely fitted 
to ho disturbed by tho severest blows. 
Among tho many good things said are 
these: 

How shall wo behave oursolvos in 
church? Oh, well, it depends somewhat 
on tho church wo attend. Each has its 
own rules, carefully codified, for the 
guidance of the members in their atti- 
tude toward each othor and toward 
strangers who may sock to worship 
with thorn. Thoso rules aro hung up 
in tho pows,-on tho walls of tho church, 
on tho front of tho pulpit, ovor tho 
choir, everywhere, in plain sight. Thoy 
aro not printed on card-hoard, but aro 
made "plain upon tables, that he may 
run that readoth it," and that is just 
what ho wants to do sometimes. The 
regular occupants of tho pews, by man- 
ner, by expression of countenance, by 
significant gesture and action, translate 
tbeso unwritten rulos so clearly that 
every man may hoar them speak in his 
own language, and "tho wayfaring men, 
though fools, need not err therein." 

The next time your journey leaves 
you stranded in tho great and delightful 
city of New Chtcorkadelphia on thoSab- 
bathday, possibly your denominational 
preference will lead you to worship in 
the imposing edifice of Saint Dives of 
Giltedge. 1 have gone to that church 
occasionally on hot Sundays in July, 
when I was fearful of sun-stroke, and 
couldn't afford to put ice on my head. 
The suggestions here aro Scriptural in 
form, and are so uplifting that tho ordi- 
nary man is so buoyed up that he llnds 
it almost impossible to sit down: 

"Tho earth is the Lord's, for he made 
it; but this pew is mine, ior I pay OiOu a 
year for it. 

"The poor yo have always with you, 
but you can get away from them a little 
while on Sunday. ». ----- 

'•As a bird that wandereth from lier 
nest, so is a stranger who wandereth 
into a church without an invitation. 

"Give mo neither poverty nor pov- 
erty. 

"The rich and poor moot together, but 
not on thi ;o day. 

" 'But as for tho mighty man, ho had 
the earth' (Job 23:8). 

"Blessed is tho man that considoreth 
iho poor a nuisance. , 
: "It is a cold day for tho stranger. • — - 
1 "lie that givcth his seat to a stranger, 
of asurety ho shall smart for it." 

Or it may bo that you will bo led 
into the church of St. Greedy Ownself, 
whence you will probably run before 
you get through reading the tablet. 

"Come early, and secure your own pew 
before any ono else can get into it. 

"Count your hymn-books carefully, 
tho first thing. 

"If one is missing— tho old one with 
the backs torn oif, crano your nock in 
various directions, looking into tin. 
neighboring pews for it. 

"If you can not find it, take the best 
one within reach, in place of it. This 
js a Christian duty. Paul says: 'If any 
provide not for his own, he is worse than 
an infidel. 1 •■' 

"Hold one hymn-book in your hand, 
and sit on the others until tho rost of 
your family arrives. Look pious all the 
time. If you see any ono looking 
around for a hymn-book, bow your head 
on tho back of the pew in meditation, 
and they won't disturb you. Be: Mes it 
is a proper attitude and that i.-, ivb... yon 
are here for. 

"When your family is supplied, if 
there is one book over, hide it under 
the cushion. If you lend it you may 
never see it again." 



TWO QUEER WILLS. 

Curious Documents for Which No Law- 
yer Would Assume Itesponaiblllty. 

"Talking of queer legal documents," 

Said an abstract man — not a I : : :i ti in the 
abstract — to the Chicago Evening News 
Story-Toller, "I have here a true copy 
of a will which will. I think, hold up 
its head among even the product of doc- 
umentary freaks." 

He fished into a pile of letter-press 
Copies as he spoke, and brought, out the 
following. The document hears date of 
January :i. 1^7:2. and was proved in open 
court April 5, 1ST:;. It is recorded in 
"Vol. 1 of Wills," page 184: 

"First — I give acd bequeath to hwo 1 Intund 
to marry, .she is the mother ol myn son WU 
helm and expects an orthor child. When the 
child was. born and bod chlldrun shall live to 
the cage of HI years the shul divided equally 
between them share and Bharo alike. Also I 
give anil bequeath to my wife ail house hold 
furniture beds one gray cow ami received by 
her in lieu or dower: I give und devise to my 
heirs and assigns all that parcel of land and 
house situate and etc. : Lot No. 'i In Block of 
the subdivision made by the Uluc Island Lund 
and Building Company known as Washington 
Heights as Recorded In the Recorder's office 
of Coolc County, 111., in U00U lTn of Maps, 
page 30, 

"It is further understood that my wife ;is 
aforesaid have the house and all the household 
furniture, one gray cow, tho whole prommUsos 
for the use of herself and children whom I here- 
by appoint solo executrix of this my last will 

ami testament. (Signed) ." 

"Legally the instrument is not strong 
enough to stand," said the abstract 
man. "It will be noticed that where 
the property is described the spelling is 
all right. That is accounted Cor by the 
apparent tact that it, is copied from the 
deed. He went too far, however, and 
When he wrote: '1 (five and devise to 
my heirs.' he also added 'and assigns, - 
which means nothing, and consequently 
destroys the value' of the Instrument.

CHJNKSE MATTERS 

Investigated by the Special Congressional 
Committee al Port Townsend. 

Chitie.se immigration is at present the 
subject of a Congressional investigation, 
by tho following (*entlemen whuao time 
was taken up yesterday in receiving evi- 
dence at tho Custom House, Pert Town- 
send : Senator W. C. Square, Congress- 
man H. Stump, of Maryland ; Congress- 
man H. Lehlbuok, of Now Jersey ; 0. H. 
Hindis, of Indiana ; clork of committee, 
C. B. Heade, sergeant-at-arms of Senate, 
K. M. Landis, stenographer. 

Deputy Collector C. 15. Wood, of Port 
Townsend, in his evidence said : — 

This oflico is now using a small stoam 
lnunch formerly the property of tho 
revenue cutter, Wolcott. Through this 
means wo have recently cap' tired one 
sloop containing 20 Chinamen, another 
sloop was seized just after its human 
cargo was landed and escaped. Tho 
revenue cutters of this district do nothing 
of use to us. They aro largo and slow 
and there is always something wrong 
with them when they are needed. Wo 
aro notified when sloops with Chinese 
leave Victoria. If tho revenuo cutters 
wore any account thoy could man small 
boats and intercept these boats. They 
are supposed to bo under the orders of 
this ollice. They understand this. Why 
they do not aid us can beat be inferred. 
Two months ago Lieutenant Owen S. 
Willey, then/111 command of the Oliver 
Wolcott, was ordered by the Collector to 
detail an oflioor with a boat's crew and 
go to Deception Pass for the purpose of 
intercepting a sloopload of Chinamen, 
which wo heard would try t 1 effect a 
landing, lie said " ho was not here for 
that purpose," 

Most of tlio smuggling is done about 
the islands, although they occasionally 
conio right here into the harbor. They 
leave Victoria in the evening and go to 
Cadboro Bay Road, which is English ter- 
ritory. There they lie, and at the first 
tide run over. With an ordinarily fair 
wind they can sail into Port Angeles in 
seven hours. There are ab >ut fifteen is- 
lands in the San Juan archipelago inhab- 
ited where the Chinameu can ed'ect a land- 
ing. 

After a Chinaman has once landed, it 
is hard to tell whether he is an old resi- 
dent or recently smuggled. They all 
dress alike. There are four Chinese in- 
spectors 111 this district, ot tins number 
three aro located east of the Cascade 
mountains and one on this side, Chas. D. 
Fox. Wo ha^o only one about here be- 
causo of the availability of the regular in- 
spectors. The force should lie increased 
at least two-thirds— that is to say we 
could tiso (10 people with advantage in 
this oollection district. If wo had another 
steam launch, which could run about 14 
miles per hour, smuggling on the Sound 
could be entirely made away with." 

Sinco tho witness had been in tho Gov- 
ernment service, in his opinion 50 China- 
men havo come into the United States 
upon a weekly average. This conclusion 
was arrived at from tho number of China- 
men landed at Victoria and Vancouver. 
About 1,200 or 1,500 come into Washing- 
ton every year. Of this number 800 
were smuggled into these waters. Wit- 
ness thought that penal servitude should 
become a part of the Exclusion act, when 
violated. He knows of two cases 
wdiere Mongolian fugitives from British 
Columbia had justice. Tho Chinamen 
simply came over to this side and gave 
themselves up so as to be sent back to 
China at the Government's oxponse.

Oti the whole, we gather from Lhu bul 
latin that tho prospect of establishing a 
trade in eggs between Canada and Great 
Britain is good, and the Ontario farmer's 
wife may, before very long, be in a posi- 
tion to laugh nt MoKinley and his turifl". 

Less is said in tho bullotin about poul- 
try than about oggs. Tho poultry trade 
v,-ibh the States was not nearly so import- 
ant as the egg trade. There were ex- 
ported from Canada to tho States, lust 
year, only §15-1,845 worth of poultry, 
alive and dead. In Great Britain there 
is a market for two millions and nearly a 
half dollars' worth of poultry. France, 
just now, has the lion's share of tho trade, 
and Belgium comes next, but, if poultry 
can be sent across tho Atlantic in good 
condition, Canada may easily get as much 
of this trade as will compensate hor for 
what sho will lose, as far as poultry is con- 
cerned, by the operation of the McKinley 
tariff. We trust that tho Finance De- 
pattmont will continue to issue Commer- 
cial Bulletins. It has many facilities for 
obtaining information, and much good 
may be done by disseminating it.

THE DRILL-SUED. 



The passage of tfca McKinley tariff has 
evidently put tho Dominion Government 
on its mettle. Jt seems determined that, 
if it can help it, the people of Canada 
shall not suffer from that piece of churl- 
ish and unfriendly legislation. It has 
set about collecting information, which, 
if taken advantage of by the people of 
the Dominion, will soon counteract tho 
effects of the McKinley tariff, as far as 
they aro concerned. We see that the 
Finance minister has gone to the West 
Indies to see for himself how the trade

also been in communication with persons 
in Great Britain, in order to Hud out 
whether it is possible to establish a trade 
in eggs and poultry with that country. 
Tho result of thoso enquiries is contained 
in a bulletin issued by the Department 
on tho 10th of the present month. It is 
entitled "Commercial Bulletin, No. 1." 
So we may expect other bulletins of the 
same nature from time to time. 

Tho bulletin contains some informa- 
which is of great value to the egg 
producers and poultry raisers of the 
East and which may be interesting 
J;o people in the far West, who 

have fts yet nothing to do with tho I i n these days expects 
egg and poultry trade except fts either logical or cm 
consumers and importers. 

Wo learn in the first place that the egg 
trade of Canada is one of gradual growth. 
Twenty-two year3 ago the Dominion ex- 
ported over 1,893,872 dozens of eggs, 
valued at §205,971 i in 1800 tho export 
of eggs from the Dominion was 12,844,- 
610 dozens valued at $1,795,913. Tho 
United States took nearly tho whole of 
these eggs. -The imposition by Congress 
of fivo cents a dozen it is generally be- 
lieved will kill this trade in eggs in the 
States. Wo would not be surprised if it 
turns out that the trade will survive the 
imposition of the duty. The Americans 
must have the eggs and placing a heavy 
duty on them will only cause tho Ameri- 
can consumer to pay a higher price for 
them. But this is not the opinion of 
Canadians generally, and they aro conse- 
quently looking about them for a new 
market for thoir oggs, and as wo see the 
Government is helping them in the good 
work. The bulletin tells us that there is 
a good market for eggs in the Old 
Country. It imports 
many eggs as tho 
does and pays a somewhat better 
price for them. Tho wholesale price for 
the best eggs is a shilling a dozen. Of 
course, eggs that bring this price iuo lirst- 
<:lasB eggs, in good condition. Tho best 
eggfl in the English market weigh two 
and a half pounds to the score. That is 
exactly two ounces the egg. Wo do not 
know what proportion of Canadian eggs 
come up to this standard, but wo have 
tho testimony of an experienced English 
<loalor in eggs, that " in quality," the 
eggs sent to him from Canada are second 
to nono ; not even tho well known Nor- 
mandy eggs which realize in October 
from 10s. 3d. to Us. 3d. per 120 in the 
London market. This testimony is val- 
uable, because it not only shows that 
Canadian eggs are as good as the best, 
but that they stand the voyage across the 
ocean without deterioration. 

The expense of transport is not so 
groat as one would suppose. The freight 
to England is 15 shillings por ton mea- 
surement. And 13 cases, holding 30 
dozens each, make a measured ton. I ho 
freight of the eggs would be less than a 



be for the use of tho volunteers 'if this 
city. Tho building will be an ornament 
to Victoria, and, as Col. Prior pointed 
out, tho money for its construction would 
bo divided among the mechanics and 
merchants of tho city. Four dollars out 
of every fivo of this money would come 
from tho Dominion Treasury. The Dom- 
inion Government would not derive the 
slightest appreciable advantage from the 
expenditure, while it would bo bene- 
ficial to the citizens in many ways be- 
sides those we have pointed out. 

We are quito sure that, in refusing to 
contribute towards the coat of the con- 
struction of tho drill-shed, the City 
Council is not acting in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of a 
majority of the ratepayers. The 
citizens of Victoria take a proper prido 
in their city. They wish it to be superior 
in every respect to any city of lbs size 
and population ill Ontario, or any of the 
other provinces. Those cities have hand- 
some and spacious drill-sheds, to the 
erection of Which they cheerfully con- 
tributed, and why should Victoria be be- 
hind them in this respect t It will cer- 
tainly not looi very well when it is asked 
in tho House of Commons why Victoria 
has not availed itself of the parliament- 
ary grant for the erection of a drill-shed, 
for its representatives to be forced to re- 
ply, "because its. City Council refused to 
contribute towards its erection." This 
w ill not be a verj good advertisement for 
Victoria. 

Alderman Wilson forgot that, the local 
Government have no control over the 
militia. Ho might hove remembered that 
if the militia were needed for the pro- 
tection of the citizens the force required 
could be had without npplying 
to tho local government. The requisition 
of three magistrates of the city would be 
j.juite sufficient to have the milit ia ordered 
out, whether the local government ap- 
proved of their action or not. 

It is to be hoped that the citizens who 
fee! an interest in I Ilia matter will take 
measures to convince the City Council 
that, in doing what is necessary to have a 
drill-shed built in this city on the condi- 
tions laid down by the dominion Govern- 
ment, it would be acting in accordance 
with the wishes of the majority of its 
constituents.

We aro surprised to Bee that the C ty 
Council rofuses seriously to consider Col. 
Priot's request to contribute a sum to- 
wards the erection of a drill-shed in this 
city. The councillors who spoke on tl: 
subject seemed to think that to aid ir^i 
building such a structure was, in s<,me| 
way, to help tho Dominion Goverr,mo»t. 1 
It was admitted that in other pjirts'if 
the Dominion the cities invariably con- 
tribute towards the erection of the drill- 
sheds that the militia raised in them re- 
quire, and it was not shown why Victoria 
should be an exception. If in the East 
the Government took upon itself the 
whole cost of the construction of drill- 
sheds there would be good reason for the 
Corporation of Victoria's point blank re- 
fusal, but nothing was said to show why 
Victoria should be treated ill this 
matter differently from the other 
cities of the Dominion. The conn- 
,,„„,, cillors did not say that Victoria 
United States I is too poor to help to erect a building 
that is so much needed by its citi- 
zens. That would not be a valid plea, 
for it is, for its si/o, one of the richest 
cities in the Dominion. They did not 
say that a drill shed was not required, for 
every one knows that if Victoria is. to 
have an efficient corps of volunteers, a 
bettor place to drill in than it now has is 
a necessity. 

The City Fathers seem to forgot that 
the Dominion goffers to grant by far the 
greater part of the money required to 
build and equip the drill shed. The sum 
of .315,000 has beon already granted for 
that purpose. It is said that it will take 
§25,000 to complete the building. Of 
thiB sum the city is asked to contribute 
only 85,000. Ono would suppose from tho 
tune of the debate in tho council, on 
Wednesday evening, that the city was 
required to contribute four-fifths of the 
cost of construction, while tho Do- 
minion gave only one -fifth, intend 
of the opposite being the case. It was 
surely forgotten that it is this city that 
will reap all the advantages of tho con- 
struction of :v better drill-shed. It will

THK TELEGRAPH LINKS. 

The Break 5n tho Cabin Will lie Repaired in 
a Pew Days— Improvements to 
tlm Service- 

ilr. J. Wilson, superintendent ofC.P.R. 
telegraphs, who arrived down on Tuesday; 
and is at the Oriental, states that the cable 
between the mainland and island is still in- 
operative, but iie hopes, early next week, to 
have it in thorough repair. The company, 
in the meantime, are doing everything in 
their power to furnish Victoria with as good 
a telegraph service as possible via Seattle. 
This was the first break in the Gulf cable in 
10 yeurs, and in order that, in the future 
there will he no fear of a break in telegraph 
communication with Victoria, the company 
are arranging for the purchase and submerg- 
ence ns early as possible in the spring of a 
three-wire cable in the Gulf of Georgia. The 
cable now submerged there will he taken up 
and laid between Port Crescent, Wash., 
and Port Becher, B, C, it having been 
found that these places offer tho best 
landings on the Straits. The cable 
between Victoria and DlUlgeness will also 
be kept, in repair; this will furnish three 
distinct lines of communication between 
this city and the mainland, and with the 
improved Pacific Postal system from Seattle 
northward to Port Townsend, and along the 
shore of the straits to Port Crescent, will, 
no doubt, meet all demands. 

Mr. Wilson also states that, in tho course 
of another week, the C. P. K. will have 
a fourth wire in operation between Donald 
and Winnipeg, which, with the quadruplcx 
working from the former point to Van- 
couver, will place the company in a much 
better position than heretofore, to handle 
their constantly increasing business. 

The new quarters tor the Victoria ollice 
are not yet ready for occupation, owing to 
the slow process of drying the walls. How- 
ever, they hope to he able to remove in a 
couple of weeks to Tronnco avenue, and 
when the offices arc complete they will he 
found to he convenient for both the com- 
pany and the public. 

The barge Klectron will be towed to Cable 
May, Valdcz Island, Saturday, for the pur- 
pose of repairing the cable, the break in 
which has been located near that point.

The officer at once 
telephoned for further assistance, and when 
it arrived arrested the men and took them to 
the station. He immedially returned to 
the shanty, where Macdouald and the hoy 
succeeded in bringing the woman to. She- 
was also taken to the station, as well as the 
other young fellow, wdio was in the shanty. 
Tile woman, who gave her name as Kitty 
Davies, said that she had gone down to tin: 
shanty, and when she wanted to go away, 
Moses had kicked her all ever the room, on 
the face and ribs. The Indian Ambrose 
was too drunk to give an account of him- 
self. It appears that during most of the 
evening there had been a drunken carouse.

STRANGE SUPULCIIKES. 

JIacaulay Point Once the Burying 
Brouud of a Prehistoric People? 

o gentlemen, 
, have recently 
wdll interest all who take an interest in the 
early history of the land we live in. The 
Held of t heir researches is in the neighbor- 
hood of Macaulay Point, and they claim to 
now he able to read in a number of rude 
graves, which they are at present investi- 
gating, the story of a prehistoric race. 

These strange places of burial are con- 
structed ot stone, some two feet long by 
IS inches in width, built up, withourcemont, 
of broken rocks. Each grave is covered 
securely with a heavy flat stone, which, on 
being removed, displays the last traces of 
the crumbling skeleton, which passes into 
dust at the touch. Only a few bones have 
been secured that will bear handling, but 
the scientists have arrived at one conclu- 
sion—that tho race of people thus buried 
were placed in their graves in a sitting pos- 
ture, the knees being doubled up to the 
chin. They were, evidently, predecessors 
of the present race of Indians, found on the 
North I'aeilic Coast — possibly the ancient 
Esquimaux of the pro -glacial age.

The Wizard Says the West Has 
Enough Railroads tor Five 
Years -Statistics. 



Boston, Nov. 20. — At to-day's meeting 
of the stockholders of the Union Pacific 
railway President Charles Francis Adams 
delivered his address of resignation. 
The resignation was accepted, and Sidney 
Dillon was elected president. Following 
is the address of President A.dama : 

Gentlemen: In June, 1884, I was 
clioaon by your unanimous voto to be 
president of the company, and this action 
on your part has subsequently, through 
six successive years, been approved by 
an equally unanimous voto of tho stock- 
holders. The affairs of the Union Pacific 
iiro, in some respects, more dillicult of 
management than those possibly of any 
oilier similar corporation in the country, 
and especially has this been tho case 
during recent years. Consequently, 
knowing that I represented only a body 
■of stockholders, and could not look for 
support to any large concentration of cap- 
ital, I have always realized that it would 
be futile for 1110 to attempt to manage the 
company's affairs with a reasonable hope 
of success in the face of any considerable 
or activo opposition by others in this 
board, or aiming those entitled through 
ownership to claim representation on it. 

As' you are all aware, changes, both 
largo and significant in character, have, 
during the course of the financial compli- 
cations now going on, taken place in tho 
ownership of tho company's stock. In- 
terests with which 1 have never been in 
sympathy, and persons whoso confidence 
J fail to command, have become tho lead- 
ing factors in the situation, and as the 
result of these changes ray position lias 
been rqpdcred false and embarrassing. 
Doubts both exist and have been freely 
and publicly expressed, not only in polit- 
ical but also in financial circles, as to 
whether I any longer ropresont a control- 
ling interest in the ownership of the com- 
pany, and whether it will be in uiy power 
to make good the engagements into 
which I must necessarily seek to enter. 
The continuance of such a state of afl'airs 
can be for the best interest of no one. 

Personally, I am unwilling to 
occupy a position of diminished 
confidence a moment longer than 
necessary. From a political point 
of view alono, with Congress about to 
assemble, it is above all essential with a 
proper regard for tho peculiar position 
occupied by the Union Pacific that who- 
ever represents it should be understood 
to represent clearly and unequivocally 
ifs whole ownership, so as to speak with 
authority as to its policy. This I can no 
longer do. Accordingly, I feel assured 
that a political, and probably a financial 
disaster also, could hardly fail to result 
from a mutual lack of confidence existing 
at this time between a nominal but irre- 
sponsible head of tho company, and any 
considerable and influential interest 
among the stockholders, whether such 
reciprocal distrust is on tho score of 
ability or character or methods or mo- 
tives. 

Under these circumstances, after a 
careful survey of the whole ground, 1 am 
forced to tho conclusion that 1 can no 
longer hold my present position and ad- 
minister the affairs of the company either 
-with satisfaction to myself or without 
danger to the interests intrusted to me. 
1 desire, accordingly, to offer my resigna- 
tion both as president of the company 
and as a member of this board. 

The resignation of John P. Spaulding, 
James A. llumrill and Samuel Carr, jr. , 
•were accepted, and Jay Could. Russell 
Sage, 11. II. Hyde and A. E. Orr were 
elected directors in their places. .Sidney

Actual consolidation would bo a good 
thing, but that is not yet possible under 
tho laws. What we want is a now, strong 
association superseding the present vari- 
ous Western railroad association and the 
making of rales and distribution of terri- 
tory and tralUc by thai association in 
which each road is represented. The 
stockholders must assert themselves. It 
is all right when dividends are paid. Then 
the Stockholders are quid, hut. when 
financial return:, are not forthcoming 
there will beau overturn, just as in a 
national election. There are railroads 
enough in tho Western country for tho 
noxt five years, We want now to intelli- 
gently develop tho country and have it 
grow up to the capacity of the roads 
without ruining shareholders by com- 
petitive rates, which are of advantage to 
nobody.

Prom Kobert Allon Campbell's valu- 
able work, entitled "Our Fluff, or tlio 
Evolution of tho Stars ami .Stripes," we 
loam that there has never boon any ac- 
tion of Congress to doternilno in what 
manner tho stars should bo arranged 
in tho union. In the original stars and 
stripes/) f 1777 twelve stars encircled one 
large one in tho center of tho blue union. 
In 1818 Congress iljced tho horizontal 
stripes alternate red and white at thir- 
teen, and tho white stars in tho blue 
union at twenty, to represent tho num- 
ber of Slates then in oxistence, and 
provided for tho addition of one star 
for each now Stato on tho Fourth of 
July next succeeding Us admission. 
The first oflicial Hag displayed over 
the House of Representatives after tho 
passage of this act had tho stars ar- 
ranged so as to form a largo five- 
pointed star, concentrio with the union, 
and some like arrangement lias often 
been attempted since, but with indiffer- 
ent success, owing to tho arbitrary char- 
acter of the star design. 

It is time now, howovor, says America, 
a patriotic Chicago periodical, that the 
disposition of tho stars in the union was 
determined by something moro worthy 
of National respect than tho whim or 
the fancy of tin. incapablos of the Navy 
Department. There are many forms in 
which a group uf forty-three or more 
stars may bo arranged with dignity and 
ffectiveness. Of these, none appears 
to be more available than thai of tin' 
heraldic shield suggested in the accom- 
panying diagram: 



There is all the beautiful symbolism 
of tin' original stars and stripes in this 
design, with tho added idea-unity, 
strength, and, consequently, safety. 
Tho forty-three states arc gathered 
under the protecting shield of the 
Union. Closely viewed they can be 
distinguished as clearly-ent individual 
stars, signifying that within the shield 
of the Union they represent sovereign 
States; but viewed from afar they re- 
solve themselves into a shield studded 
with stars emblematic of shelter, in- 
vulnerability and peace, an invitation 
to tho oppressed, an assurance of pro- 
tection to tho weak and a joy and a 
blessing to the Industrious and well-be- 
haved. 

There is nothing bolligorent about 
this design, 1>ut with tho shield thore 
always goes the suggestion of tho sword 
and buckler, if need be, for tho main- 
tenance of tho right. Tho shield of 
stars wherever it was known, on its 
Hold of blue, would blazon to tho world 
the Amorican son 'mcnt of: "Millions 
for defense, but not a picayune for trib- 
ute.''

Enough 
have been given to show that, although 
tho Stales of our Union wore to multi- 
ply like the stars of the heavens, the 
shield arrangement lias elasticity to re- 
ceive them all within its emblematic 
form, preserving tho distinctiveness of 
each, and with each added star increas- 
ing the power of the massed effect of the 

whole. 

Moreover, tho reader should bear in 
mind that the mathematical stiffness 
which marks the shield as represented 
in this article is inseparable from its 
production in common type, and would 
disappear entirely in the collocation of 
the stars in tho same design by an artist 
in bunting.

FVR HEALS flEAHLY EXTINCT. 

Prof. Elliott Thinks Hunting Should Bo Sus- 
pended for Seven Years. 

Washington City, Nov. 2fi.— Profes- 
sor Elliott, of the Smithsonian Institute, 
will present his report to congress on its 
roassomblago. On the fur seal industry 
Professor Elliott, it is understood, will 
recommend that the catch of far seals at 
American rookeries bo suspended sovon 
years. This ho considers absolutely no- 
cossary for the preservation of seals 
from annihilation. At tho present time 
he estimates that there are 100,000 seals 
in American waters, and the continued 
depredations upon them by pirates or 
otherwise has reduced the number so 
much that hardly a sufficient number re- 
mains for breeding. The utmost care ho 
considers necessary to preserve tho few 
that remain, or else the magnificent in- 
dustry will become extinct. " It was on 
account of Professor Elliott's knowledge 
of the fur seal industry that ho was 
especially designated by congress to visit 
Alaska and make a report on tho subject.
